Has Civil Service outlived .its 
usefulness? '"' 

A growing number of govern- 
ment experts are beginning to 
raise this and other questions 
about what once was regarded 
as the greatest* reform ever 
effected in government service. 

The' Civil Service system was 
enacted to wipe out the political 
"spoils" system under which 
government jobs were passed 
outvon .the basis* of election 
victories. But the great reform 
of bygone ' ;years> has now 
"become, a major obstacle to 
government efficency. 
' Opponents of the Civil Service 
system, as now , constituted^: 
argue that the intricate ( ar-/ 
rangement of rules and regula- 
tions has become so wrapped up 
jn red tape and confusion that it 
makes increases in productivity 
impossible. 

In fact, the productivity office 
of the state of Washington 
claims most of its agencies 
believe the merit principle of 
Civil Service has .been lost 
completely. As a result, 
rewards have little to do with an 




,/ 



individual's performance. 

Under the system as it now 
operates, ;/ mediocrity is the 
order ot/the day . And it gets 
rewarded automatically, while 
excellence is unrecognized. 
Strangely enough, the critics of 
the/ Civil Service' system now 
include even the National CiviJ 
Service League which worked 
for and obtained passage of the 
first federal Civil Service Law 
in 1883. In 1970 the league 
shifted its/ policy , and now 
recommends • that hiring and 
firing be placed under a 
personnel director responsible 
to the chief executive officer of 
, the political subdivision. It also 
recommends that the Civil 
Service Commission be abol- 
ished or transformed into 
boards to oversee honest 
operation of personnel systems. 




Where will we jbe in 1980? Will there be jobs 
for. the 7 million more persons the. experts tell us 
will need them by then? Will We have the energy 
sources we are now struggling to find? And how 
about the new products that help to make the qual- 
ity of our lives better? 

the key to all of this, oddly enough, isn't just 
-increased' wages or more production, it's capital 
and that is something private business is finding 
less and less of. . * '■: 

Some estimates- say U.S. businesses will need 
,$312 billion per year to build new plants and buy 
enough'e^iuipmentto.meetihe needs of consumers 
an'<rworkers over the next several years. 

But right how, those same estimates say the 
money isn't there and a number of changes will 
have to be made to provide it. 
. The current capital shortage stems from a num- 
ber of factors. Corporate profits — one of the major 
sources of capital — went from 6.8%.in 1967 to 313% 
in 1973. The federal government's system of deficit 
financing puts it in competition with private busJ7 
neks to borrow money. And then, therd is also a 
pervading anti-business mentality 'which sees 
profit as something that must be regulated; some- 
times to the extent it is non-existent. ! 

But fewer profits ai id less expansion can only 
. mean problems in the future— not only for busi- 
nessmen, but for the workers and. consumers who

ely on them for jobs' land products. {Change is

The Chain of Lakes-Fox River 
Commission is moving ahead 
toward its goal of dredging by 
next spring or summer. 

At last Friday's meeting in 
Fox Lake, commission mem- 
bers agreed with the Division of 
Water Resources that a test 
embankment be constructed in 
order to determine the feasibil- 
ity of a dike containment area 
at Pistakee Lake. 

Gov. Dan Walker is releasing 
$250,000 in state funds for 
dredging and channel improve- 
ments in the Chain of Lakes 
area. 

The commission's engineer- 
ing consultant, John Gutllou, 
said he hoped, the dike study 
could be finished before ice 
forms "so that we can go ahead 
with the full job next summer."
